And me, 
as an enthralled little boy, too 
ung to see PSYCHO or THE 
RDS, hypnotized, by my 
first Fisher film, BRIDES O! 
DRACULA 

| was hooked. | returned 
every Saturday afternoon 
Me & a few hundred other 
kids from Levittown, PA. 
There was always a double 
feature and, more often than 
not, one of those features 
was a Hammer film. My 
friends & | came to know that 
name--Hammer---and soon 
the mere anticipation of see 
ing their newest film came to 
be almost as much fun as 
watching the film itself. After- 
ward, we would talk about 
the film endlessly. And we 
always seemed to talk about 
the Fisher films most of all. 

Soon we came to know the 
name of Terence Fisher. just 
as well because it was oh the 
credits of so many films we 
loved: CURSE OF THE 
WEREWOLF, PHANTOM OF 
DRACULA—PRINCE OF 
DARKNESS. On TV | 
discovered his earlier films: 
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the immortal HORROR OF 
DRACULA, THE MUMMY & 
the early Frankensteins. As 
an adolescent | spent many 
evenings at the drive-in 
theater watching his later 
films: THE DEVIL'S BRIDE & 
FRANKENSTEIN MUST BE 
DESTROYED. 

Fisher's name meant 
something special. His films 
had style, class and, most im- 
portantly, character. They 
don't make films like his 

nymore. Even among 
today's horror directors, 
there are some as good as 
Fisher--but none are the 
same 

I'm glad Terence Fisher liv- 
ed long enough to see in- 
terest in his work revived 
among a new generation of 
film buffs. His films are now 
receiving the attention they 
so richly deserve.

The Memorial evening for George Pal was in 
progress in the Screen Writers’ Guild 
auditorium in Hollywood. Many famous p 
sons had praised the genial departed geni 
William Tuttle, Ann Robinson, John Badham: 
when Christopher Lee took the podium. 

The tall, impressive actor seemed unusually 
solemn. 
is my sad duty,"’ he informed a hushed 
audience, ‘to read you a cablegram just 
received from London."* 

So it was that the assembled fantasy film 
fans learned the shocking news of the untime- 
ly passing of the dean of British horror film 
directors whose work for Hammer Films in the 
50s & 60s had contributed notably to the

1980. 

Fisher's directorial debut was COLONEL 
BOGEY (1947), a ghost story, but it was 
CURSE OF FRANKENSTEIN 10 years later that 
made both him & Hammer Films synonymous 
with horror. The success of CURSE, which 
starred Peter Cushing as Baron Frankenstein 
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and, 
Christo- 
pher Lee 
as the 
monster, 
spawned anoth- 
er tribute to Uni- 
versal’s classic hor- 
ror films--HORROR OF 
DRACULA (1958). Again 
starring Lee & Cushing, this 
time as the vampire Count & 
his antagonist Dr. Van Helsing, 
Fisher once more succeeded in 
infusing new blood into the horror 
genre. The same year he also helmed 
the first of many sequels to Hammer's 
Frankenstein & Dracula sagas, THE RE- 
VENGE OF FRANKENSTEIN with Cushing a- 
gain as the Baron and the late Michael Gwynne 
as the monster. In 1959 Fisher directed THE 
MUMMY, THE STRANGLERS OF BOMBAY, 
THE MAN WHO COULD CHEAT DEATH & THE 
HOUND OF THE BASKERVILLES with Peter 
Cushing as Sherlock Holmes. In 1960 he 
rected BRIDES OF DRACULA, wherein Cushing 
ed his role as Dr.Van Helsing, doing bat- 
with David Peel as the vampiric Baron 
Meinster. The following year Fisher helmed the 
classic CURSE OF THE WEREWOLF with Oliver 
Reed as Leon the lycanthrope, THE 2 FACES 
OF DR. JEKYLL with Paul Massie in the dual 
role of Or, Jekyll & Mr. Hyde and Christopher 
Lee as his ill-fated friend, and a remake of

the role originally played 
by Lon Chaney Sr. 
No stranger to science fiction 
films, having directed SPACE-

the mid-60s—THE EARTH DIES 
SCREAMING (1964), ISLAND OF 
TERROR (1967) with Peter Cushing, 
and ISLAND OF THE BURNING 
DAMNED (1967) with Cushing & Lee. 
His other directorial crodits include THE 
GORGON (1964), THE HORROR OF IT ALL 
(1964), DRACULA—PRINCE OF DARKNESS 
(1965), FRANKENSTEIN CREATED WOMAN 
(1966), THE DEVIL RIDES OUT (1968) based 
on 2 novel by the. late Dennis Wheatley, 
FRANKENSTEIN MUST BE DESTROYED(1969) 
and THE MONSTER FROM HELL (1974), his 
last. 


HUGH GRIFFITH 

The veteran Welsh character actor who 
received an Academy Award for Best Suppor- 
ting Actor in 1959 for his performance in BEN 
HUR died at the age of 67 in London on 13 
May 1980. In October 1955 Griffith appeared 
as Dr. Leo Pugh in the BBC television prod 
tion of Quatermass I! with the late John Robin- 
son as Prof. Quatermass. 967 Griffith 
played Commodore Roseabove in the black 
comedy OH DAD, POOR DAD, MAMA'S HUNG 


YOU IN THE CLOSET AND I'M FEELING SO 
SAD. In CRY OF THE BANSHEE (1970) Griffith 
played Mickey in a tale of English witch-hunts 
& dread supernatural creatures, starring Vin- 
cent Price. In 1971 Griffith was featured in 
WHO SLEW AUNTIE ROO? as Mr. Harrison, 
the Pigman. Griffith was the Rabbi who ex- 
plained to the police the meaning of the biblical 
clues left at the murders by THE ABOMINABLE 
DR. PHIBES (1971) with Vincent Price & 
Joseph Cotten. The following year he also ap- 
peared in the sequel DR. PHIBES RISES 
AGAIN (1972) as Ambrose. Vincent Price 
again starred and Robert Quarry & Peter 
Cushing appeared in the cast. In 1973 Griffith 
appeared in THE LAST DAYS OF MAN ON 
EARTH, based on Michael Moorcock’s “The 
Final Programme’’, as Prof, Hira. Jon Finch 
starred as Jerry Cornelius and Patrick Magee 
& George Coulouris costarred. In 1974 Griffith 
played the Maestro in THE LEGEND OF THE 
WEREWOLF with Peter Cushing. The same 
year he also portrayed the Solicitor in CRAZE, 
a tale of black magic & human sacrifice which 
starred Jack Palance, Trevor Howard & Dame 
Edith Evans, Griffith's last role was that of Sir 
Henry Baskerville in the 1978 remake of 
Sherlock Holmes’ THE HOUND OF THE 
BASKERVILLES. 


TO THE NIGHTLAND 
Over the past several months Prince Sirki 
has taken 9 more talented individuals to his 
realm. While most were not well-known per- 
sonalities, all made valuable contributions to 
the world of fantasy filmdom & terrorvision 

Academy Award-winning cinematographer 
Ray Rennahan died on May 19th at the age of 
84. Rennahan. who had been active in films 
for half a century. was the cinematographer 
for the horror classic MYSTERY OF THE WAX 
MUSEUM (1933). which starred Lionel Atwill 
& Fay Wray 

On June 3, Fred Beir. a film & TV actor. died 
at the age of 53 in Hollywood. During his 
career Beir appeared in many productions of 
sci-fi & tsy on television. In 1959 he s| 
an episode of One Step Beyond entitled 
of the Kill’, about @ young boy who meets a 
giant creature while lost in the woods. In 1963 
he starred as Lt. Carter in the Twilight Zone 
episode ‘Death Ship"’. about a trio of 
astronauts who find their own corpses in a 
wrecked duplicate of their spaceship, Also in 
1963 Beir was featured with Donald Pleasence 
in Outer Limits: in “The Man with the Power’ 
episode Beir was Steve Crandon, a young man 
about to receive the same surgical implant that 
‘gave a previous subject the power to generate 
vast destructive energies with his mind. In 
Time Tunnel Beir played Taureg, a silver skin- 
ned alien in America’s Old West in the 1967 
episode ‘Visitor from Beyond the Stars’ and 
in 1974 he played Ryder Bond, a. concert 
pianist tormented by a mysterious double in 
“Fire-Fall”", an episode of Kolchak: The 
Night Stalker.

In 1950 he 
played Argus in the ghostly love story PAN- 
DORA & THE FLYING DUTCHMAN with James 
Mason & Ava Gardner. He played Mr. 
Jamieson in 1955's science fiction film THE 
DEVIL GIRL FROM MARS and in 1966 he was 
featured as Mad Peter, a victim of the Hammer 
horror THE REPTILE. During the 60s Laurie 
also was featured in several episodes of the 
British tele-tantasy The Avengers. 

On June 28th comic character actor Herbie 
Faye died at the age of 81. Faye was featured 
with Don Knotts in the 1966 farcical ghostory 
THE GHOST & MR. CHICKEN and in 1968's 
BLACKBEARD'S GHOST with Peter Ustinov 
On television Faye played the Bartender in the 
1963 Twilight Zone episode °‘A Kind of Stop- 
watch’’, about a man with the power to make 
time stand still. Faye also appeared in several 
episodes of The Munsters, The Addams Fami- 
ly & Bewitched. 

Charles J. Van Enger, a cinematographer 
who began his career as a cameraman on Lon 
Chaney Sr.’s silent classics, died on July 4th 
at age 89. Van Enger served as a cameraman 
for Chaney's THE HUNCHBACK OF NOTRE 
DAME (1923) & THE PHANTOM OF THE 


OPERA (1925) and filmed additional scenes tor 
the 1930 re-release of PHANTOM OF THE 
OPERA in a sound version. Van Enger was the 
cinematographer for Universal's ABBOTT & 
COSTELLO MEET FRANKENSTEIN (1947) and 
ABBOTT & COSTELLO MEET THE KILLER, 
BORIS KARLOFF (1949) as well as several 
films of the Basil Rathbone Sherlock Holmes 
series, including THE SPIDER WOMAN 
(1943). 

Actress Gall Patrick encountered Prince 
Sirki for a second & final time on July 6th. She 
was 69, Ms. Patrick had faced Prince Sirki 
previously in 1934, costarring as Rhoda Fen- 
ton in DEATH TAKES A HOLIDAY with Frederic 
March as the embodiment of death. She also

British character actor Reginald Gardiner 
died at the age of 77 on July 7th.

1965 Gardiner was Cmdr. Talbott in the 
humorous science fiction film about an ill-fated 
astronaut, SERGEANT DEADHEAD. with 
Frankie Avalon in the title role. On television 
Gardiner played the White Knight in the 1955 
version of ‘Alice in Wonderland’ on Hallmark 
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Hall of Fame. He also starred in Alfred Hit- 
chcock Presents ‘“Banquo’s Chair’ in 1955 
and episodes of Man from U.N.C.L.E. & Bat- 
‘man in 1966 

Donald “*Red’’ Barry. the actor best known 
for his performances as Red Ryder in the 
1940s" serials. died from self-inflicted gun- 
shot wounds on July 17th. He was 69. Barry 
starred in $.0.S. TIDAL WAVE in 1939 and 
was featured as Douglas Row in FRANKENS- 
TEIN—1970 with Boris Karloff in 1958. Barry 
played a horse trainer in ""The Eyes of Charles 
Sand’* (TVM-1972) with Peter Haskell as a 
man with precognative powers. He was also 
featured in ORCA (1977) with Richard Harris & 
Charlotte Rampling and THE SWARM (1978) 
with a cast of millions (of killer bees). On 
television Barry played Private Holmes in "The 
Carroll Formula’. a fantasy concerning a 
secret potion that reduced people in size, on 
Screen Directors Playhouse in 1956. Barry 
also starred in the 1973 Circle of Fear episode 

Graveyard Shift’ and as a guard in Kolchak: 
The Night Stalker's 1975 episode “*Mr 
R.ILN.G."". about a killer android. Barry also 
performed in episodes of Batman, Wild Wild 
West, The Immortal, 6 Million Dollar Man. The 
Bionic Woman. Project UFO & many others 


Italy's foremost figure in horror & science 
fiction films died at 66. Mario Bava suffered a 
fatal heart attack in Rome on 27 April 1980. 
cutting short an illustrious career of 8 
lustrums in films as a cameraman, 
cinematographer. screenwriter & director, 

Bava made his debut as a director in 1960 
with the classic tale of witchcraft, BLACK 
SUNDAY, which made a horror star of British 
actress Barbara Steele. In the 20 years follow- 
ing. Bava made dozens of science fiction & 
horror-oriented films. some under 
pseudonyms such as John M. Olds. Mickey 
Lion & John Foam. His last film work was in 
1979 as special effects’ director for Dario 
Argento's latest film, INFERNO

Levin directed CRY OF THE WEREWOLF in 
1944. This film starred Nina Foch as Celeste 
LaTour. a gypsy werewolf, and featured John 
Abbott & Steve Crane, the latter an actor who 
served with S/sgt. Forrest J Ackerman in 
Special Services during World War 2. In 1946 
he directed THE DEVIL'S MASK. a horror 
thriller with Anita Louise. 

In 1959 Levin directed his most famous 
film, Jules Verne’s JOURNEY TO THE CENTER 
OF THE EARTH. James Mason. Pat Boone & 
Arlene Dahl starred as the intrepid explorers 
who discovered a world of incredible beauty & 
danger beneath the surface of the earth 

WONDERS OF ALADDIN (1961) starred 
Donald 0 Connor as Aladdin and Vittorio De 
Sica as the Genie and further established 
Levin as a creator of fantastic worlds 

Levin directed the late George Pal's produc- 
tion of THE WONDERFUL WORLD OF THE 
BROTHERS GRIMM in 1962. Laurence Harvey 
& Karl Boehm starred as the Brothers Grimm 
and Claire Bloom. Oscar Homolka & Yvette 
Mimieux were featured in this cinemadapta- 
tion of some of the fantastic tales written by 
Jacob & Wilhelm Grimm. 

During the 60s Levin directed 3 spy 
thrillers, MURDERERS’ ROW (1966) & THE 
AMBUSHERS (1967). both films part of Dean 
Martin's Matt Helm series. and KISS THE 
GIRLS AND MAKE THEM DIE (1966) with 
Michael Connors. 

While Henry Levin will bring to life no more 
realms of wander. fantasy fans should be

In 1959 Sellers played 3 roles in THE 
MOUSE THAT ROARED. As Duchess Gloriana. 
Prime Minister Mountjoy & bumbling Tully 
Bascombe. Sellers’ comic genius was well 
served in this satiric tale of the tiny Grand 
Duchy of Fenwick. which obtains a doomsday 
weapon and uses it to insure world peace. A 
-sequel was filmed in 1963 entitled THE

MOUSE ON THE MOON but Sellers did not ap- 
pear in it. 

In 1964 Sellers again played triple roles in 
Stanley Kubrick's science fiction maste 
DR.

Sellers recei 
Academy Award nomination for his pertor- 
mances as President Muffley, British Capt 
Lionel Mandrake & the title role of Dr 
Strangelove, George C. Scott, Slim Pickens, 
Keenan Wynn & Sterling Hayden co-starred as 
fellow perpetrators of the nuclear obliteration 
of the world. Sellers almost played Pickens’ 
part as well 

In CASINO ROYALE (1967) Sellers played 
Evelyn Tremble, This all-star James Bond 
spoof also featured David Niven, Ursula An- 
dress. Woody Allen & many others 

Sellers costarred with Ringo Starr & 
Christopher Lee in 1969°s comic fantasy THE 
MAGIC CHRISTIAN and played the March 
Hare in the 1972 version of ALICE'S ADVEN- 
TURES IN WONDERLAND. In 1976 he played 
the Charlie Chan character in the mystery 
comedy MURDER BY DEATH 

Sellers’ other credits include THE PINK 


PANTHER (1964), A SHOT IN THE DARK 
(1964), AFTER THE FOX (1965), THE RETURN 
OF THE PINK PANTHER (1975), THE PINK 
PANTHER STRIKES AGAIN (1976), REVENGE 
OF THE PINK PANTHER (1978) & BEING 
THERE (1979), for which he received his se- 
cond Academy Award nomination. He last ap- 
peared in THE FIENDISH PLOT OF OR. FU

TALNID A Talnid stands 
about 18 feet tall 
and has a massive body. Talnids are a 
rare species found only on the planet 
Centi Reticull.
